UNSUCCESSFUL ATTEMPT AT SUICIDE. 


Excitement Over the Bomb Discovery— 
Card from the Anarehists—-The Gal-— 
sows Ready for Its Work. 


Failed 


Crrcaao, November 7.—-Not the least re- 
markable phase of the bomb discovery is that 
itcame about from the fact that Anarchist 
G Engel, attempted suicide Saturday 
night by taking an ounce of laudanum at about 
11:23 o'clock. Emil. Zoener, who is on the 
night death-wateh, passed Engel’s cell and was 
attracted by groans coming from within. On 
stopping to inquire the cause he found Engel 
breathing heavily and lying prostrate on his 
back. He called him by name, but received 


no answer, and on opeiting the cell door dis 


covered that the man was tnconsciots and siif- 
fering from the effects of some stu 


drug. After repeated attempts he awoke the 


sleeping man. .Zoener became alarmed and 
decided to callin Dr. Gray from the insane 
ward in the same building. Dr. Gray was sent 
for immediately. On -goiri®'to Engel’s cell,the 
doctor soon discovered’ Engel suffering from 
poison, Lis eyes dilated] and rolling spasmodi- 
eally. 
DOCTORS AT WORK. 

Dr. Gray at once commenced active work on 
his patient. Assoon as Engel came to his 
senses he raved and cursed at being disturbed 

@ in his sleep, and asked the reason of his being 
awakened. He protested that he had only 
drank a little whisky, and was allright. His 
condition and subsequent events showed that 
Engel was deliberately lying, and that in’ the 
face of death. He was at once forced to take 
emetics and kept constantly walking for an 
hour, until all danger had pa@ed. From that 
time on the surveillance over him was not re- 
laxed for an instant. ‘i 

The attempted snicide of Engel is what led 
toasearch of the celleim the morning. Be- 
sides the discovery of explosives among the 
effects of Linge, there was found, in Engel's 
cell, the bottle from which he had taken the 
laudanem. It was concealed in the urinal. 
Three or four drops of landanum still remain- 
ed in the bottle, and Engel was confronted 
with the evidence of his intended suicide. He 
continued to deny, butat last sullenly admitted 
the truth of the aceusation. He had preferred 
death by his own hand, he said, to any carry- 
ing out of the sentene® under the law. Engel 
stubbornly refused to disclose how he obtained 
the poison. The bottle affords no clue, and, 
like Lineg’s dynamite, the source of the poison 
is a mystery. 

HOW LINGG WAS FURNISHED BOMBS, 

The scheme to furnish Lingg with the bombs 
which were discovered in his cell yesterday, 
was evidently carefully thought out by some of 
his copartners in crime on the outside. Several 
days ago, a fancy soap box was brought to the 
jail, and just now inthe heat of excitement, 
the officials say they cannot remember who did 
it. ‘They may know who it was, but ifthey do, 
will not say so until they have made somé 
arrests. The box was a harmless looking affair, 
end it was handled by a deputy in.the rough 
menner jail officials usually do those things. 
A hasty examination disclosed the fact that to 
a!| appearances it-contained nothing more than 
afew delicacies, for which - sucha “human 
tiger’’ as Lingg, has an appetite. Had the 

lice and deputies known that there were 

ombs lying around loose in such close 
roximity they would not have felt so easy, but 
they were in ignorance offany danger and they 
would probably have continued so, had it not 
been for the raid‘on Lingg’s cell. It was

DARRICADING THE COURTHOUSE. 

Mayor Roche and Sheriff Watson spent 
sometime last evening examining the windows 
and doors of the criminal court building, and 
as a result of their mvestigation the outside 
iron shutters were ordered closed and barred. 
The heavy ivon doors at Miceigan street en- 
trance were closed and securely fastened with 
shackles, and every catition taken to preclude 
the possibility of an outside attack. 

Peremptory orders were given toallow noone 
inside the building excepting upon a written 
order issued by the sheriff. The police guard 
was redoubled and each watch extends three 
hours. ca 

“THEY WEEE GENUINE BOMBS. 

Sheriff Matson this morning said there was 
no doubt as to the nature ofthe stuff found in 
Lingg’s bombs. Vart of the filling had been 
taken out of acouple of pipes and exploded 
and it had been found to be the strongest kind 
of dynamite. 

The amnesty people had their tables on the 
étrects again but there seems to be less dispo- 
sition on the part of the crowd tosign petitions 
than on Saturday, and but few names were 
secured. 

It is reported that the police have found dy- 
namite bombs which were secreted in the 
house of an anarchist near the gas works on 
West Division street. The police were work- 
ing on the case all day yesterday and have 
kept the discovery very quiet. The matter 
when it became known caused great excite- 
ment in the vicinity of the jail, The bombs 
found in Lingg’s cell were examined by chem- 
ists this morning and the sheriff says they 


Gey proved to be dynamite. 


JUDGE GARY NOT FRIGHTENED.

: COOK'S CAREER 
was somewhat tremarkabic. He was for several 
years sheriff of Jones county, his term expiring 
eight or nine years ago. He then began work- 
ing for Mr. Ham Ridley, the well-known Jones, 
county farmer, and after staying along time 
with him, he spent some time in Milledgeville, 
Barnesville and Macon. The present year he 
has been at work on the farm of Dr. Anderson, 
of Hillsboro, and since the fall season began 
he has had charge of Anderson’s ginnery. His 
ticket was dated October 26th, and was a cou- 
pon ticket on the Covington and Macon rail- 
road, from Hillsboro to Macon and return, with 
a ticket tothe state fair included. He had 
used his fair ticket and only the return coupon 
was found in his pocket, 
| THE LETTERS 

were all written by young ladies, and addressed 
to ‘Cousin Bob.”’ Twoofthem were written 
in an elegant female hand, and dated at 
Sparta. The only signature was ‘“‘Ida.’’ The 
other was dated “East Putnam,”’ mailed at 
Eatonton, and signed “‘W. B. Moore,’ and 
from the hand writing, was written by a lady. 

None of these gave any clews suggestive of 
the cause of the unfortunate death. 

Cook wasa man of the most undaunted 
courage, as has been shown by his conduct in 
several small affrays which he has been in 
while visiting Macon. He was aman of quiet 
manners, his worst failing being is 
proneness at times to _— dis*ipation. 

‘his is the reason why he has not been reported 
missing from Hillsboro, Having no family, 
his friends and employes were accustomed to 
his ways, knew thatit was no infrequent oc- 
currence for him to be absent from home for 
several days when he took a notion for a little 
frolic. 

Those who knew him well, say that Cook 
was very generous hearted, and a jam up busi- 
ness man in his way.

They have laid on 
their hearts the good of the people and their 
destiny. 

“That minister who would keep silent when 

all heaven is astir on this question is a coward.

Whatever may be said of the political bias 
and the sectional debauchery of our esteem- 
ed contemporary, the Chicago Tribune, it can 
be said to its credit that inits legitimate 
field as a newspaper, it is probably the best 
in the metropolis of the west. This tribute 
is made deserved entirely by the brightness 
and thoroughness of its news columns, and 
but for the extreme bloody shirt tendencies 
and the rabid republicanism of its editorial 
page, that department would add greatly to 
the general merit of the paper.

Slightly differing with our contemporary, 
it is absolutely necessary for any Chicago 
newspaper to have in its employ a ‘‘profes- 
sional fakir.’”’ He need not be particularly 
on the local, nor in its business office, nor on 
its editorial staff, but it must have such a 
tool in one of these departments. It hap- 
pens—judging from the above—that the 
local contemporaries of the Tribune have 
their ‘‘fakers’’ on their city departments, 
and thus are enabled to frequently get ahead 
of that worthy journal in the matter of sen- 
sations.

.A Prohibition Change of Base. 
During the prohibition contest of two years ago 
the advocates of the adoption of the law opposed 
the legal use of liquors for even medical purposes, 
and procured from a number of physicians a state- 
ment setting up the claim that alcohol was a suffi- 
cient substitute thercof. The manazers of their party 
now, however, during the progress of the campaign 
find it Mecessary to change position on this ques- 
tion, and now announce that in the autum of next 
year they will urge the passage fa bill, providing 
for a dyspensary in certain contingencies 
where on tle. certificate of a physician 
a little spirits may be obtained for’ the 
benefit of health. This announcement -they 
make when pressed and threatened with defeat in a 
effort to stay the tide that has sct against them and 
is indicat: ve of the alarm and contention existing in 
theircamr. Overa year ago they rejected all sug- 
gestions of m itual concession and refused a proffer- 
ed agreement to restore to our county and city the 
wholesale trade only. The legislature met in 1886, 
had its session of considerable length and adjourned 
without any effort or movement looking to any 
moiification of the present law. The lee’s’ature 
then met in adjourned session the first Wednesda 
in July of the present year and was in session till 
September 12 before any bill was introduced. Mark 
the date. A fweek orten days le ore a'd'spensary 
bill was fniroduccd, the press of the city published 
the fact of the pre tion for an election by petition 
from the opponents of the law. Then in a feeble 
effort for campaign argument the bill was 
introduced. It wasalso well understood that lead-

stewards, etc. Now, the bill and the yielding of the 
medical property of liquors is a confession that their 
ground hitherto was untenable and must needs be 
abandoned, So much for that, but they place the 
obtaining of it on a basis inconsistent with the 
rights of freemen and adapted only to serfs and 
slaves. They now admit with reluctance and late 
in the day that it is necessary as a medicinal agent, 
but that a certificate or permit is necessary to obtain 
it in case of actual jsickness, and argue that it may 
not be legally purchased in the county and held in 
anticibatton or in preparation for the contingencies 
of hea'th or sickness. Then, too, a part 
sick in the. country districts, Oa 
Grove, Buckhead or Adamsville must in 
case of sickness first reach the physician, obtain his 
gracious permit and then come or send many miles 
tothe city, the county site, ta get the necessary 
medicine. This precedure they recommend as 
adapted tothe condition of freemen, The law it- 
self, if it could be enacted speedily, would be fit 
only for serfs or slaves. Butall the circumstances 
show that evén this was nota free will tender, but 
made in the fond hope that as a campaign artitice it 
might saye and hold up the ambitious leaders of the 
rohibition perry. When, however, the people rise 
n their might against the tricks and arts of the 
pol t'cian their will must prevail, The indefinite, 
contingent and remote legisiation promised will not 
avail them in their extremity. ;

Action of Newnan Baptiste—Another Resig- 
nation—Ggrds from Both Sides—Was 
cre Ample Notice? 


The differences between the proprietors of 
the Christian Index and Dr. H. H. Tucker, 
long editor of that papér, which culminated in 
the severance of Dr. Tucker’s connection with 
the paper, were widely discussed yesterday. 

There seems to be two sides to the matter. 

Dr. Tucker refuses to say anything more, 
preferring to stand simply on his card as pub- 
lished in Tue Constirution. The Index 
which appeared on November Jd contains 

PERSONAL CARDS 


from Dr. Tucker, as retiring editor, and Dr 
Lawton and Mr. J. P, Harrison as proprietors. 
In his card of farewell Dr. Tucker says: 

No doubt the news will be startling. The coming 
event should have cast its shad. w before, but it was 
only three days azo that the announcement was 
officially made tome that my editorial life must 
clcs2 with the present issue. Of course there will be 
thousands who will wish to know the cause of this 
sudden and unexpected change. It may relieve the 
fears ofsome to begin by stating what is not the 
cause. It is not failing herlth, nor domestic affiic- 
tion; it is nothing personal to myself. I have had 
no falling out with my employers, the proprietors of 
the Index, nor with my colleagues; nor with any- 
body else. Perfect peace prevails between me and 
all with whom I haye been associated, While the 
cause of the change is not personal, neither is it 

*professional; no fault has been found with my edi- 
torial writing, nor with my editorial management, 
nor with the general policy of the paper as con- 
ducted by me. What then isthe matter? Honestly, 

I do not knew. 

THE OTHER SIDE. 

Both sides agree that there is perfect peace 
between them, but the owners of the paper 
take exceptions to some of Dr. Tucker’s state- 
ments. In their card, which is addressed to 
‘the Baptists of Georgia and the South,” they 
say, among other things, that “negotiations 
looking to chafges in the proprietorship and 
the general business management of The In 
dex, have been going on for the past eighteen 
months, to the knowledge of all connected 
with the paper. The changes made have been 
the slow and necessary results of months of 
anxious thought on the part of those most 
directly interested in the prosperity of the pa- 
per, and have been made with a due and elab- 
orate consideration of the probable effects of 
these changes, both as regards the business of 
the paper and the personal interests of those 
connected with its editorial and financial man- 
agemente’’ 

Continuing, the proprietors say that “the 
present managers of The Index, have resolved 
that the editorial management shall, hence- 
forth, be strictly non personal,’ and lay es- 
ae stress upon the statement that “It (the 

ndex) will not tolerate narrow personal prej- 
udices nor permit dogmatic assertion, or harsh 
intolerance to usurp the prerogatives of phil- 
osophic discussion; or to ignore the demands 
of a liberal Christian spirit.”’ 

WHAT THE PROPRIETORS SAY. 

‘Our card as published in the Index,’’ said 
Dr. Lawton to a CONSTITUTION representative, 
‘sets forth our views. I have been connected 
with the Index since 1873. In that year the 
Baptist convention of Georgia, which was 
held at Rome, requested me to make uP a com- 
pany and buy the ae from Mr. J. J. Toon. 
This was done, an have since held a pro- 
prietory interest.’ 

“It is suggested that Dr. Tucker’s friends 
may take similar action at the next convention, 
and Dr. Tucker’s friends may again get control 

.of the paper. Has the church anything to do 
with the paper?’ asked the reporter. 

. “*Nothingin the world. That is, no pro- 
prietory interest. The paper is a private en- 
terprise, run by private parties for the bentit 
of the whole Baptists denomination of the 
South.’”’ 

“What are your relations with Dr. Tucker ?”’ 

“The very friendliest. The whole trouble 
grew out of Dr. Tucker's refusal to give up ab- 
solute personal control of the paper. As we 
say in our card we intend to make the paper 
strictly non-personal. For three years the pa- 
per has reflected Dr. Tucker’s views 
alone and we do _ not ropose. to 
have it that way. We have offered Dr. Tucker 
a place on the ‘contributors,’ or writing staff, 
but he declined to have anything whatever to 
do with the paper unless his name appeared at 
the mast head. This we could not and would 
not agree to.”’ 

‘““Who will be his successor?” 

‘‘There will be no names at the head of th 
editorial columns, but you can say that we 
will have as able writers as can be found in 
the south. The editorial utterances will 
stand on their own intrinsic merit and not upon 
the prestige of any name.”’ 

‘‘And about Dr. Hawthorne ?”’ 

*“Dr. Hawthorne does not enter into the 
fight in any possible way. He has never urged 
his friends to get contlol of the Index, and, in- 
deed, it has not been necessary, as the major- 
ity of the Index stock has been owned all the 
while by Dr. Tucker's friends. The only in- 
terest Dr. Hawthorne will have in the paper 
is that of a Baptist minister—the same as Dr. 
Tucker, Dr. McDonald, or any other Baptist 
divine in the south.” 

THE QUESTION OF PROHIBITION. 

The Macon Telegraph, of yesterday, con- 
tained in its Atlanta correspondence the fol- 
lowing: 

If itis that prohibition leaders have gone into 

the privacy of their offices and demanded the head 
of this old man on a prohibition charger, they 
could afford not less satisfraction by so explaining 
and giving names. The people of Atlanta, regard- 
jess of their liquor politics, would like to.know the 
names of those who would strike this old man in 
the dark a blow which not only wounds his feelings 
but jeopardizes his standing with those of his faith 
who may not know his virtues, and at the same 
time have swept away his means of gaining an 
humble livelihood and of serving the Master most 
effectively. If this be a “triumph of prohihition”’ 
let the world know it as such and its authors as 
well. 
‘There are some foolish and unwarranted 
statements in that,’’ said Dr. Lawton, refer- 
ring to the article. ‘‘In the first place the pro- 
hibition controversy had nothing in the world 
to do with the change—before God! nothing in 
the world. We never thought of such a thing. 
Then the talk about Dr. Tucker’s financial 
condition is not based on facts. Dr. Tucker is 
a wealthy man—could buy me out two or three 
times over. He is generally believed to be worth 
not far from $100,000. Knowing that he was 
able to do so, we have made him frequent off- 
ers to buy an interest in the paper and thus 
back his judgmentasto his success, but he 
would not puta dollarinit. The whole thing 
in a nutshellis—we own the paper and do not 
propose to have it simply the organ of one 
man, 10 matter whothat man may be,”’

Colonel Rube Arnold and Colonel Albert H. 
Cox were cheered lustily as they took seats 
upon the stand. 

Mr. Sol Haas read a programme of the va- 
rious meetings which will be held in the city 
tonight. 

A tall man appeared bearing aloft a huge 
transparency of comical design, which ate 
tracted a good deal of attention. It represented 
a dry manin the act of taking on the sligha 
drink of whisky from a bottle. Tt also showed 
an anti-prohibitionist in the act of taking his 
drink of beer. 

Mr. Thomas E. Collier acted as chairman 
and introduced the speakers. 

“Arnold! Rube Arnold! Rube! Colonel! 
Arnold!” filled the mouths of the multitude 
and swelled into a general clamor. 

Colonel Arnold stepped to the centre in the 
platform, peeled off his overcoat, and address- 
ed the crowd in his off-hand style. 

“T am glad,” said he, ‘‘to see you all to- 
night. It is an omen of returning pros- 
perity to Atlanta. I will not only make 
a speech for myself but will also say 
a few words for my dear friend, Mr. John Sil- 
vey. [Applause.| He says he wants you to 
help redeem the city [applause], and to bring 
back life and freedom and prosperity. Atlanta 
never had any dissensions, any harrassments, 
any.drawbacks and internecine quarrels until 
the prohibitionists began to stirupsirife. The 
city never had any paid spies and informers 
employed by the city council until the prohibi- 
tionists got control of affairs. [Vociferous 
cheering.| This thing was unknown in the 
south. And yet the prohibition leaders seek 
to justify this in the name of morality.

1as been not only prohibition of whisky but of 
trade also, and of liberty and rights. We 
want to strike off this prohibition and keep the 
liberty. [Cheers.] Now, I am not directly or 
indirectly interested in the liquor traffic. I 
don’t often take a drink of whisky,but when I 
do, it is generally either before or after break- 
fast. [Laughter.] I desire the privilege of 
taking my drink at what ever time it suits me. 
We, as a party, are temperate veople. We 
don’t drink toexcess. Theyare the intemper- 
ate people. There’sisthe party which is com- 
osed of drunkards. One by one the roses 
all.

The Ohio State Food Commission 
Take Action. 


ANALYSES OF THE CHIEF BRANDS 


Their Strength and Value Officially Ascer- 
tained—A Large Number Im- 
pure and Unwholesome. 

A cetetenhiteditiemetimn eee 

The Ohio State Dairy and Food Commis- 
sioner, General 8. H. Hurst, has made public 
(Circular No. 6) the results of the Commis- 
sion’s investigation of baking powder. This 
Commission was formed by the Legislature, 
with instructions to make an examination of 
the food supply of the State, and to give a re- 
port of such examination to the public. The 
examination of the baking powders was made 
by Professor H. A. Weber, State Chemist, and, 
relating as it does to an article of daily use in 
the food of almost every one, is of particular 
interest. : 

The rather startling fact is brought out by 
the report that of the thirty different brands of 
baking ny hee analyzed, composing about all 
those sold in the State, twenty of them are 
made from alum, a substance declared by the 
highest medical authorities to be injurious to 
health when used in food. 

The Commissioner classifies the baking pow- 
ders into three general divisions, according to 
their value: 

ist. Cream of Tartar Baking Powders, 

2d. Phosphate Baking Powders. 

3d. Alum Baking Powders. 

The object of baking powders is, when mixed 
in the flour and subjected to moisture, to gen- 
erate a leavening in the dough, which will 
raise the bread and cause it tobe porous and 


light. The Commissioner explains that the 
best baking powder is that which, the ingre- 


dients being healthful, gives off the largest 
amount of leavening gas and leaves the small- 
est amount of residuum in the bread. A small 
amount of carbonate of ammonia, which is 
considered healthful, is used insome of the 
cream of tartar powders to give them a higher 
strength. The Commission says that pure 
alum is undoubtedly a hurtful salt, and that 
the resultant salts from its combination with 
soda as formed in the bread, can scarcely be 
less hurtful. The report ranks the powders 
and shows the amount in each of inert result- 
ants, which in using it would appear as resi- 
duum jn the bread, as follows:

The large amount of inert matter or resi- 
duum in both the phosphate and alum powders 
will be noted. This in the phosphate powders 
is largely of lime; in the alum powders it is 
chiefiy alum. It will be gratifying to the pub- 
lic to observe that the powder in most general 

se, the Royal, is also the purest, 
ing the first two powders on the list, for in- 
stance—the Roval ard Dr. Price’s—the inert 
matter in Price’s is seen to be about five in 
seven more than in the former, a difference of 
71 3-7 per cent, the Royal being purer than 
Price’s by a corresponding figure. 

The carbonic or leavening gas produced by 
the powders indicates their strength ; and their 
true value may be ascertained by considering 
the amount of this gas in connection with their 
inert matter or residuum as shown above. The 
higher the percentage of gas and the lower the 
percentage of residuum the better the baking 


powder. These percentages, as found in some 
of the most familiar powders, are given as fol- 
lows:
